Applicants wish to thank the Examiner for the courtesies extended to the 
undersigned during the telephone interview. The undersigned and the Examiner 
discussed the withdrawal of allowable subject matter by the Office after Applicant's 
appeal. The undersigned and the Examiner discussed the teachings of Becker with 
respect to the limitations of the claims. Applicants submitted proposed claim 
amendments of independent claims 1,12 and 32 which are included herewith as new 
dependent claims. The new dependent claims reciting that the search procedures
